Time for Caution 


Clarendon 
Discussed 


lington Heights Village Board 
Tuesday voted to reconsider its 
former decision that denied va­ 
cation of Clarendon Street. 


The issue, along with a spe­ 
cial assessment ordinance for 
homeowners along the street, 
was sent to a special commit­ 
tee. The committee is expected 
to report back to the board 
within two weeks. 
T r u s t e e 
LeRoy 
Bressler 
sparked 
discussion 
when 
he 
told trustees he had compiled 
new evidence on the subject. 


“ IF CLARENDON were put 
through, there is a strong pos­ 
sibility that it would seriously 
damage one corner house,” he 
said. “ I’m convinced that vaca­ 
tion of the street is not the 
answer and to deny vacation is 
not the answer.” 
He suggested that the board 
devise a plan to upgrade the 
property if it were not to be 
used as a street. Bressler point­ 
ed out that maintenance of the 
street would result in a loss of 
money to the village. 
Trustee Frank Palm atier told 
the board that he had made a 
personal survey of the traffic on 
Clarendon and counted 62 ve­ 
hicles and 41 pedestrians using 
the street in little more than 
an hour. 


The village board Aug. 15 vot­ 
ed to turn down a request for 
vacation of Clarendon, despite 
vocal opposition from residents. 
The 
action 
represented 
only 
partial approval of a BOLI rec­ 
ommendation, which had urged 
vacating both Clarendon and 
Marion streets entirely. 


District 25 voters elect school 
board members for three-year 
terms. At each April election, 
two or three positions on the 
board are open. By staggering 
terms, each school board has 
several experienced members. 
All board posts are non-salaried. 
A president presides at school 
board meetings. He is chosen 
from the ranks of the board by 
its members and serves for one 
year. 
The superintendent of schools 
—the 
c h i e f 
administrator— 
comes next in the chain of com­ 
mand. Hired by and responsible 
to the school board, he is in 
charge of the “operation” of the 
entire school system. 


IN RELATIONSHIP to t h e 
school board, he is basically a 
recommending power — he rec­ 
ommends policies on finances, 
personnel, instruction, s c h o o l 
plant, and other phases of the 
school system. 
These recommendations 
are 
presented at the Board of Edu­ 
cation meetings. If they are 
given the “go-ahead” sign, the 
superintendent begins putti n g 
policy into action. 
The chief executive officer 
holds a full-time, salaried posi­ 
tion. Supt. Ralph E. Clabaugh 
has held that post for almost 
25 years. 
A professional corps of spe­ 
cialists help the superintendent 
in operating the public school 
system. An assistant superin­ 
tendent is in charge of hiring 
school personnel as well as serv­ 
ing as public relations man for 
the district.

YES, 20 miles an hour is aw­ 
fully slow. 
“ If we obeyed all traffic regu­ 
lations, I’m sure we’d save the 
lives of several youngsters,” Ar­ 
lington Heights Police Chief L. 
W. Calderwood said. 
“You have to be ever so cau­ 
tious when school busses are in­ 
volved because youngsters run 
in all directions,” he said add­ 
ing, “Be sure to stop.” Illinois 
law requires vehicles moving in 
both directions to stop when 9 
school bus’s stop sign is out. The 
dangers are doubled when i t 
gets dark. Calderwood said. 


ARLINGTON Heights now has 
13 crossing guards to keep chil­ 
dren alert to crossing hazards, 
but how many crossings 
a r e 
there? 
Of course that kid shouldn’t 
be in the street. You know it, 
and he probably knows it too, 
but he’s there. 
Twenty miles an hour is slow 
enough for you to avoid hitting 
him. Help a child across the 
street by driving carefully.

built in 1870 to house an increasing number of pupils. The 
school on the right was constructed in 1903. Built on a site at 
St. Jam es Street and Arlington Heights Road, both were in 
use until 1938.

JOBS HE WILL have to fill 
at the district’s five schools in­ 


clude teacher aides, dietary as- 
sitants in the lunch room, land­ 
scape helpers, clerks and typ­ 
ists. All the jobs — oy federal 
requirement — must be at the 
schools. 
The school could arrange to 
subcontract for work to another 
public body, such as a park 
district. But Theodore says reg­ 
ulations for such subcontracts 
are extremely complicated. So 
far the school district has not 
tried. 
When the NYC program was 
proposed for District 214 a year 
ago, critics charged that there 
weren’t enough poverty stricken 
youngsters in this affluent sub­ 
urban 
district 
to 
make 
the 
NYC program worthwhile. 
Theodore during 
the school 
year identified 130 students as 
eligible for the program by in­ 
come standards. Some IOO were 
employed. He will have to re­ 
screen all students again this 
year before enrolling any.

Move Ahead 
With Project 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said this week that 
Arlington Heights would proceed with tentative plans 
for a sanitary landfill project on the village’s far north 
side despite widespread protest from Buffalo Grove 
homeowners. 
Hanson said the opposition, organized last Thurs­ 
day after the village board two 
weeks before had annexed a 
294-acre tract at the northwest 
corner of Nichols and Arlington 
Heights Roads as the project 
site, was based on a “miscon­ 
ception” of sanitary landfill de­ 
velopment. 
About 56 acres of the site 
is designated as the tentative 
location of the disposal site. 
The t r a c t lies less than 1.5 
miles from Buffalo Grove cor­ 
porate limits. 


“PEOPLE HAVE a miscon­ 
ception of what is a dump as 
opposed to a sanitary landfill,” 
Hanson explained. S a n i t a r y 
landfill, he continued, is a tech­ 
nical 
process 
to 
dispose 
of 
waste that is neither unsightly 
nor troublesome to homeown­ 
ers. 
“Some fine homes are sched­ 
uled to be built right near the 
landfill site,” Hanson added. 
' An 
estimated 
1,000 Buffalo 
Grove homeowners have signed 
petitions protesting the plans 
on grounds that the proposed 
disposal project will be detri­ 
mental to health and will have 
an “adverse effect” on prop­ 
erty value. 
Hanson 
outlined 
procedures 
by which the landfill would be 
operated. 
Trenches, 
approx­ 
imately 20 feet wide, are dug 
to serve as a depository for 
garbage, he explained. 
Hanson said after the waste 
is deposited, the trenches are 
immediately covered and grad­ 
ed by bulldozers. There is no 
need for burning and no odor 
by using this plan, he noted. 


HANSON, 
WHO commented 
that 
he 
expected 
opposition 
from homeowners, said the vil­ 
lage considered the effects the 
proposed landfill project might 
have on nearby homes before 
annexing the tract. 
“We want a first-class opera­ 
tion that won’t offend anyone,” 
Hanson emphasized. 
He reiterated that the even­ 
tual use of the land under the 
landfill plan would be for de­ 
velopment of a park. 
Village Pres. John G. Woods 
said the homeowners’ f e a r s 
w e r e 
“understandable,” 
but 
supported Hanson’s contention 
that the landfill would have no 
adverse effect. 
“Probably the most objection­ 
able feature is that garbage 


trucks will be driving in and 
out of the site,” Woods rem ark­ 
ed. “But they come by your 
house all the time.”

“ Roses are red,” would be 
better said “ some roses are 
red,” if Joseph F. Koenen’s 
garden at 529 S. Prindle Ave., 
Arlington Heights, is any indi­ 
cation of what the realm of 
roses has to offer. 
Koenen, a spare-time r o s e 
tester for Jackson and Perkins 
Co. 
and 
prize-winning 
rose 
grower, has a garden of 25 rose 
bushes which is, he said, “ about 
the largest size garden one per­ 
son can handle.” Included in 
his garden are red, yellow, 
white and blue roses. 
He said he first became in­ 
terested in roses when he and 
his wife, Frances, moved to 
their present home about IO 
years age. 
“ We built the house here,” he 
said, “ and we decided we need­ 
ed a garden and some roses.” 
Now he exhibits as many as 
six of his prize roses at each of 
the area’s garden shows. 


AMONG THE shows Koenen 
usually hits are the Arlington 
Garden Show, the Libertyville 
Men’s Garden Club Show and a 
Crystal Lake show. Koenen is 
listed as a rose tester in a new 
book, “ The 
Magic 
World 
of 
Roses,” to be published Oct. I. 
“ Ifs been a bad year for 
showing roses,” he said. “ At 
one show all I had to show were 
two stalks of rhubarb. I got blue 
ribbons on them both, too,” he 
laughed. 
Garden shows p r e s e n t a 
“ tricky situation,” Koenen said. 
The preparation of the roses is 
much “ like grooming a dog for 
a dog show.” The rose grower 
must decide which roses he 
wishes to exhort at a show 
about a month ahead of time 
and begin to “ groom” them. 
“ If you were lucky,” Koenen 
said, “ you could exhibit blooms 
from one root at eight differ­ 
ent shows a summer.” 


Only single blooms are shown, 
he said. The grower tries to de­ 
velop a perfect bloom on a 15- 
inch cane. The trick is to get a 
rose that will bloom properly 
on the day of the show. Ideally, 
the bloom should be about two- 
thirds open, he said. 
“ SOME ROSES open almost 
as soon as you cut them,” he 
said. “ Other roses, no matter 
what you do, just won’t open up 
for you.” 
Koenen said he sometimes 
takes more than one bloom of 
a variety to a show and at the 
last minute, decides which is 
the best to show. Persons can 
enter only one bloom of each 
variety, he explained 
Before the show, he and the 
other rose growers polish the 
roses’ leaves and dust their pet­ 
als. 
As a test grower, Koenen 
grows four new rose varieties 
each summer. “ The company 
doesn’t tell you anything about 
the rose except its color,” he 
said. Each rose has a separate 
rating sheet on which the tester 
notes such things as its ability 
to hold its color and its size. 
Koenen said he hasn’t had time 
to cross roses on his own yet, 
but he plans to. 
AMONG THE constant duties 
of the rose grower are spray­ 
ing, watering and pruning the 
bushes. Koenen said he spends 
about an hour a week on his 
roses. 
“ Roses 
are 
actually 
very 
hearty,” he said. However, he 
said, they must be protected 
against winter-kill, insects and 
disease. “ Every rose grower 
has his own opinion as to the 
best method to prevent freez­ 
ing,” he added. 
In addition to gaining skill in 
rose-growing, Koenen said he 
has also become an expert at 
digging and moving sod. He said 
he changed the shape of his 
flower beds many times before

There are not too many 
good blues on the market.” 
“ About one-half of the roses 
are a blend of a darker shade 
to a lighter shade throughout 
the petal,” he said. Bi-colors 
are rare, he said. Mexicana, a 
red and white rose, is one of the 
few. 
ROSES BLOOM all over the 
United States, he said. In Illi­ 
nois they will bloom as many 
as three times a season. They 
bloom throughout the year in 
the Pacific-northwest and Cali­ 
fornia and Texas.

Developer Joseph Bernstein is 
scheduled to present the plans 
to the board of trustees Sept. 19. j 
Commissioners also approved 
a special use permit for a gas 
station at Central and W i l k e 
Roads. No plans have been re­ 
vealed for a nine-acre site at 
the north end of the property 
zoned for limited business use 
(B-2). 
Bernstein gave the commis-! 
sion revised plans with some 
controversial points ironed out. j 
The new plans showed White 
Oak Street extended through 
the extreme south end of the 
property.

committee earlier had recom­ 
mended this street extension, 
since it was the only east-west 
street between Central and Al­ 
gonquin Roads. 
PLANS FOR the project call 
for 12 large apartment buildings 
with 468 living units. A small 
lake, which is to serve both 
aesthetic and water retention 
purposes, is to locate in the 
center of the development. 
The project, when completed, 
will also include a recreation 
center, depressed parking lots, 
a swimming pool, and garden­ 
like areas around the buildings. 
Chairman Harold C a r l s o n 
commended Bernstein’s plans 
for the easy road accessibility 
to each apartment house. 
At the Aug. 17 hearing, the 
plan commission granted the 
developer a variation in the 
height of buildings for R-5 zon­ 
ing.

Apartments Cited 
As Industry Lure

One of our readers recently posed some questions that chal­ 
lenged the accepted Arlington Heights philosophy of residential 
property development. 
Since the village emerged from its era as a rural, farming 
town and assumed a position as a leading suburban community, 
local officials have strived to maintain what has been described 
as 
a 
“single-family, 
residential 
character.” 
Their efforts have been not only admirable, but 
successful. 
Simply, what they have done has madel 
Arlington Heights a nice place in which to live.j 
Our reader agrees that the village is a 
nice place, but asserts the single-family doc­ 
trine might be hindering expansion of local 
industry and, thereby, broadening of the tax 
base. 
He would ask how can the village attract 
light manufacturing without providing a place to live for factory 
workers? 
Costs of single-family homes in Arlington Heights largely is 
out of reach to the average factory employe. Though construc­ 
tion of apartments has markedly increased during the past four 
years, rents have been tailored to fit the pocketbook of white- 
collar workers. 


Approximately 23 apartment buildings, each valued at 
more than $100,000, were constructed in 1965, providing an 
estimated 298 units. So far this year, more than 20 apart­ 
ment projects in the same category have been or are being 
built. These will provide another 260 units. These figures— 
which do not cover many more multiple-family dwellings 
costing less than $100,000—indicate how local appartment 
building is expanding. But while more apartments are avail­ 
able, their availability is restricted—through high rents—to 
the relatively affluent professsional worker. 


Village leaders have worked tirelessly to attract industry to 
Arlington Heights, but have achieved only limited success. More 
clean, light manufacturing is needed, and village trustees are the 
first to admit it. 
Our reader claims these efforts would be considerably more 
successful if some lower-cost, multiple-family housing were 
available. He makes clear he is not advocating establishment of 
a “workers ghetto.” Rather, he explains, there is a need for 
some apartment developments that are attractive and well- 
constructed but reasonably priced. 
However, chances of the village ever providing such 
housing are slim. The single-family philosophy is still pre­ 
dominant. Withiin the past few weeks, trustees have express­ 
ed concern over the number of high-rent multiple-family 
dwellings being constructed and have indicated reluctance 
to approve many more such projects in the future. 
If village officials are viewing proposals for white-collar 
apartment developments as alarming, our reader’s suggestion 
would probably be regarded as absurd. 
Nevertheless, it is something to think about.

When they reached fourth grade, every single child could 
read at a fourth-grade level. 
This, as far as he’s concerned, is the “proof of the pudding’’ 
for Principal Lester Rush of St. Peter’s Lutheran School in Arling­ 
ton Heights. 
The solid mastery of reading is the result, St. Peter’s 
teachers believe, of a unique 
ungraded primary program now 
starting its fifth year. 
“ A child should progress at 
his own pace,” is the rationale 
fo the ungraded program,' ex­ 
plains Mrs. Peter Bartz, super­ 
visor of the pioneering primary 
system. 
A veteran of 18 years of 
teaching, the wife of St. Peter’s 
pastor says she was in charge 
of

classes for 13 years. 
“ Every year I asked myself, 
‘Why are there some children 
who can’t read?’,” Mrs. Bartz 
relates. 
“ For many years I 
told myself, ‘There must be 
a better way than this’.”

Curriculum coordination and 
parent understanding are two 
keys to the program’s success, 
Mrs Bartz believes. The staff 
spends a whole week going over 
the curriculum before school 
starts, until each teacher knows 
what’s going on in each of the 
three “ groups” found in each 
primary room. 
Parents are “ talked through” 
the same procedure. At early 
fall meetings each classroom 
teacher will explain just where 
her class—not referred to as 
a first grade or a second grade, 
as far as the St. Peter teachers 
are concerned—stands now in 


terms of knowledge, where it’s 
going to go and how. 
The success of the ungraded 
primary was amply demonstrat­ 
ed ir an all-school spelling test 
a year ago. Fourth graders— 
the only group so far to spend 
all its early school years in 
the ungraded primary—bested 
the fifth and sixth. 
The 650-pupil St. 
P e t e r’s 
School has a long tradition. The 
Lutheran congregation took on 
the responsibility of providing 
religious-oriented schooling for 
its children when the 
immi­ 
grants’ church mid only been 
in Arlington Heights four years. 
That was in 1864. 
Classes at St. Peter’s are 
small, no more than 27 in a 
primary room and no more 
than 33 in junior high. Ninety- 
one per cent of the congrega­ 
tion’s families send their chil­ 
dren to the school, which also 
admits children of the sister 
Faith Lutheran congregation if 
there is room.

To be a straight tree or as­ 
sume a clump form was the 
question for a little American 
Ash at 1516 W. Campbell St., 
Arlington Heights. 
With tender care and tedious 
braiding, the tree’s three off­ 
shoots have been combined to 
make one trunk. The trunk’s air- 


filled loops are subject to many 
comments from onlookers. But

young tree is holding its 
own as it grows upward rather 
than outward.

On Governing Universities 


Support for a proposed change 
in the governing of state uni­ 
versities was voiced by R a y 
Page, incumbent candidate for 
state superintendent of instruc­ 
tion. 
The proposal, which originat­ 
ed with a technical study com­ 
mittee of the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education (IBHE) calls 
fo/ removal of Northern Illinois 
University in DeKalb and Illi­ 
nois State University in Normal 
from the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Governors of State Co.- 
leges and Universities. 
The two schools, along with 
Eastern and W’estern Illinois 
Universities and Illinois Teach­ 
ers College North and South in 
Chicago, are now governed by 
the Board of Directors. 
THE STATE S TWO 
other 
public universities, 
University 
of Illinois and Southern Illinois 
University, each have individual 
boards of governors. 
Page said he supports the 


change in light the growth and 
quality of the institutions. 
In another area, however, he 
disagrees with a proposal made 
by the same committee. 
He is in favor of developing 
branch campuses, he said. (Chi­ 
cago Circle campus is a branch 
of the University of Illinois.) 
‘‘I think branch campuses are 
essential,” Page said, “in going 
through the growing pains of 
development.” 
He did add that he thought 
both Chicago Circle and the Ed­ 
wardsville campus of Southern 
could eventually become sep- 
| arate universities. 


The IBHE committee suggest­ 
ed, instead of branch campuses, 
that assistance in the develop­ 
ment of new campuses should 
come from existing universities. 
The committee stressed, how­ 
ever, that each campus should 
have its own administration. 


PAGE ALSO suggested that 
vacancies in private universities 
in the state be filled before a 
mass state-sponsored building 
program is launched. 
He said there are about 8,000 
vacancies 
this 
fall 
in such 
schools as Northwestern Uni­ 
versity and Minikin and Knox 
Colleges. 
Asked if he would support the 
State Junior College Board in 
its request for $40 million in 
emergency funds, Page said he 
would if he were elected. 
Asked why he does not at­ 
tend 
meetings 
of the Junior 
College Board, Page said he did 
not have time because he serves 
on 22 additional boards and 
commissions, and must send 
representatives to some meet­ 
ings. 
He did say, however, that he 
attends 
all 
meetings of the 
board of trustees of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 


Page 
showed 
the 
political 
skill that made it possible for 
him to make the long jump 
from a championship basketball 
coach’s position to the state su­ 
perintendency by adding, “If 
they want to remove the office 
of public instruction from the 
realm of politics, I invite the 
governor and my opponent to 
join me in proposing the legis­ 
lation for the state board 
as 
would also put the state library, 
the state museum, the depart­ 
ment of licensing and registra­ 
tion, Head Start and manpower 
training all under the depart­ 
ment of public instruction where 
they belong.” 


THE 
REPUBLICAN 
candi­ 
date was sarcastic in referring 
to Gov. Otto Kerner’s proposal 
for a shorter ballot. “There is 
one individual in the state who 
thinks he ought to appoint all 
state officers but himself. 
I 
frankly don’t believe that this 
is good, I believe that this is 
ruining the two party system 
when you take all state offices 
out of politics, out of the elec­ 
tive process.” 
Page is not among those who 
think politics and schools have 
no connection. He defends his 
preference 
for 
an 
elected— 
rather 
than 
appointed—state 
board of education by saying, 
“We’re talking about an area, 
education, that is going to af­ 
fect every person in the state.” 


And he asserts, “Education 
will go backwards in this state 
the day we have a state school 
officer who has no political 
savvy, even if he’s appointed. 
It’s part of the American way 
of life, there’s nothing dirty 
about it.” 


PAGE PUTS those views to 
practice—in national politics as 
well as in the legislature. Dur­ 
ing the 1964 Republican conven­ 
tion, Page served as secretary 
of the state delegation that sup­ 
ported Coldwater. 
During the Paddock inter­ 
view, he spoke of himself as a 
“more moderate than conserva­ 
tive.” 


Page would like to see state 
aid to schools go up from the 
present $326 to $400 per child, 
and says he will propose that 
amount to the next General As­ 
sembly. Such an increase would 
bring the state’s share of local 
schooling up from 23 to 32 per 
cent, Page estimates. 


“The average state pays 53 
per cent,” the State superinten­ 
dent noted. 


He added that he felt use of 
local property taxes for school 
support had reached its “satur­ 
ation point.” Increasing state 
aid is thus imperative, the Re­ 
publican candidate indicated, if 
you don’t want the demand for 
federal school aid to increase. 


PAGE SAID he did not know 
where the state would get the 
funds to provide a $400-per- 
child foundation grant. He as­ 
serted that his duty as state 
school officer was to “identify 
the needs and report them to 
the governor,” not to say “this 
is where the revenue should 
come from.” 


He assessed the proposed new 
Revenue Article as one that 
would 
“assist” 
in 
providing 
funds. “I do not necessarily 
think it is a good article,” he 
stated.

He pointed with pride at a 
Harvard rating which, he said 
considered Illinois “one of the 
top four” state offices of educa­ 
tion in the country with its per­ 
sonnel “better qualified than 80 
per cent of the liberal arts col­ 
leges in the country.” But he 
was vague about the criteria 
used.

manned. Page admits there are 
vacancies among staff charged 
with supervising local school 
use of federal funds, but blames 
it on unresolved questions about 
whether those personnel still 
qualify for the state teachers’ 
pension system. 
He said he had added “about 
75 people” to handle the federal 
aid to education requests fun­ 
neled through his office from 
local schools. The U.S. 
allot- 
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ment for handling the federal 
programs was liberal—as large 
as “my entire appropriation for 
operating the office for one 
year,” Page added. 


Page praised Illinois school 
districts’ use of federal funds. 
Of 1,300 school districts eligible 
for aid under the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act 
(P.L. 89-10), 975 took part, the 
state superintendent stated. 
“When the record is written,” 
said Page of the federal pro­ 
gram, “we will have done the 
most effective job in the U.S.” 


Donald Prince 
A Hacking RecordSeeking Recognition

When Don Prince came home from the Democrats’ nominat­ 
ing meeting, his wife told him she’d heard on the TV that the 
party had nominated Paul Douglas, Adlai Stevenson and “some 
other fellow.” 


Prince is that “other fellow.” His wife’s description points 
up his big political disadvantage in campaigning for the state 
superintendent 
of 
public 
in­ 
struction’s office. No one knows 
him. 
No one, that is, except dozens 
of Illinois educators who have 
met 
the 
tall, 
good-humored 
Illinois State University profes­ 
sor on campus or at teachers 
meetings throughout the state. 


POLITICAL 
prognosticators 
believe Prince must win in the 
suburbs if he’s to take the state 
superintendency from incumbent 
Republican Ray Page, who’s 
well known and well-liked down­ 
state. 
Prince’s chief c a m p a i g n 
theme as he stumps vigorously 
throughout the state with fellow 
Democrats Stevenson and Doug­ 
las is the lack of leadership 
Page gives to his office. 
He scores Page’s “sins of 
omission,” is highly critical of 
Page’s use of the chief state 
school 
office 
as 
a 
political 
springboard and slashes out at 
Page for not being “creative” 
in helping school districts get 
the best use they can of federal 
funds. 
Prince went into these cam­ 
paign charges in detail in an 
exclusive 
interview 
recently 
with Paddock Publications news 
editors. 
Prince said flatly that Ray 
?■cge had done a 180-degree 
turn in opposing in the legis­ 
lature establishment of a state 
board of education and an ap­ 
pointed superintendent, propos­ 


als the Republican had cam­ 
paigned for in seeking office in 
1962. 


PRINCE POINTED out that 
Illinois is one of two states in 
the union that does not have a 
lay-controlled state board of 
education. 
“I have a record of working 
for this. I’m so far out on a 
limb on this that even if I 
wanted to I couldn’t back off— 
and I don’t want to,” said 
Prince of proposals to create a 
state board of education and an 
appointive superintendent. 
“I worked for this as the 
president of the Illinois Associa­ 
tion of Secondary School Prin­ 
cipals and as a professor of ed­ 
ucation, I have encouraged all 
my students to support it and 
after I'm elected 1 11 still sup­ 
port it,” Prince declared. 
Prince told the Paddock edi­ 
tors during a 90-minute inter­ 
view in the newspapers’ office 
in Arlington Heights, that he 
considers these to be the three 
chief needs which the state 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion can help meet: 
I) To offer a quality educa­ 
tion for the entire student pop­ 
ulation. 
“There are children 
who do not have adequate read­ 
ing materials, who do not have 
quality 
teachers; 
there 
are 
schools which don’t have any 
breadth of staff. First, this,” 
Prince stated. 


2) TO HELP clarify 
a n d 
improve” the whole organiza­ 
tional structure of the state’s 
schools. 
This 
must 
include, 
Prince said, some change in the 
county superintendent’s office. 
Some downstate counties have 
a superintendent and an assist­ 
ant where there is only one 
school district in the county, 
Prince pointed out. He added, 
“We can’t have that kind of 
luxury 
any 
more 
with 
tax 
money.” 
3) To encourage a “bridge of 
communication 
about 
educa­ 
tion” between the schools and 
the community, business and in­ 
dustry — and also between pub­ 
lic and private schools. 
Prince said that his oppo­ 
nent, the incumbent state su­ 
perintendent, does not 
recog­ 
nize 
drastic 
changes taking 
place in the educational scene. 


THE KEY change, Dr. Prince 
asserted, is that “the federal 
partnership has enlarged.” 


“If the state office can help 
local schools make effective use 
of federal funds, then we will 
be able to retain the local con­ 
trol all of us want,” declared 
the 
Illinois 
State 
University 
educator. 
Page has not helped local 
school districts to use federal 
funds wisely because, Prince 
declared, 
he 
is 
opposed 
in 
principal to the federal monies 
being used in Illinois. 
“To be completely candid,” 
Prince said of Page, “he talks 
differently downstate about fed­ 
eral aid than he does here.” 
Prince d e c l a r e d that in 
Bloomington 
Page 
made 
a 
speech in which he called the 
federal government a “mon­ 
ster,” an “agency which is 


going to change our children 
into IBM cards.” 
“This is consistent,” asserted 
Prince, “with his active sup­ 
port of Senator Goldwater.” 


THE DEMOCRATIC 
candi­ 
date charged in the interview 
that Page’s office had slowed 
down processing of grants by 
not answering mail, by being 
inconsistent. 
“The very action that he 
doesn’t take will invite the 
thing he is most concerned 
about — federal control,” Prince 
added. 
Prince said he “ideally” fa­ 
vors flat-grant federal aid to 
be used wherever the school 
district wishes, but “practically 
speaking” believes categorical 
aid — the type available now— 
to be a necessity at this time. 
Prince said that local school 
districts weren’t “ready for” 
flat-grant aid — that if federal 
aid were offered with no strings 
attached, most would just lower 
taxes instead of using it “to 
strengthen the areas that need 
strengthening.” 
Prince slammed Page’s use 
of patronage in the office of 
public instruction. He charged 
that the Republican had fired 
22 of 23 persons in the teacher 
certification area when he came 
into office. “A tea ‘her who 
wants a job now brings a letter 
from the county chairman,” 
Prince asserted. 
THE DEMOCRATIC 
candi­ 
date, however, plans no com­ 
plete turnaround on the matter 
of patronage. He was candid 
in admitting that clerical and 
custodial positions would re­ 
main under patronage if he is 
elected. But professional posi­ 
tions will be filled, he pledged, 
with the “best qualified.” 


Prince cited staff increases 
during Page’s four-yea” term 
from 295 to “well over 600.” 
Prince added, “He did cam­ 
paign, I think, on a staff cut­ 
back. I’m not going to do this 
because I think it’s unrealistic.”

paigner added, “I’m sure that 
the attitude and emphasis of the

WOMEN FINALLY GET VOTE; 
SUSAN B. ANTHONY LEADS BATTLE 


The idea that women be allowed to vote was first 
seriously proposed at a women’s rights convention in 
Seneca Falls, N.Y. in 1848-but it was to be 72 years 
later before voting by women became a nation wide fact. 
A few states began to permit it. Wyoming was first, in 
1869. But most were against it. 
Most famous heroine in the battle was Susan Brownell 
Anthony who’s credited with doing more than anyone 
else in bringing woman suffrage before the country. 
The most remarkable aspect, when you stop to think 
about it, is that denying woman suffrage meant that 
about one-half the U.S. population was prohibited from 
voting! 
Finally, on Aug. 26,1920 the 19th Amendment went 
into effect giving women throughout the nation the 
right to vote—and a long-time inequity was ended 
forevermore.

principal spoke out against Life 
Safety Code remodeling of his 
school 
at 
last 
Wednesday’s 
Teachers Association-sponsored 
candidates meeting 
at 
Elk 
Grove High. 
A. L. Kulieke. whose Prospect 
High School is next in line for 
renovation under the state safe­ 
ty code, asked, “How can we 
change the school safety code 
which is spending so much mon­ 
ey we don’t have and doing so 
much damage to the buildings?” 
Kulieke told a Paddock Publi­ 
cations reporter afterwards he 
thought “hardly a thing propos­ 
ed” in the way of life safety 
changes to Prospect 
High 
is 
needed. 
He said he agreed that the 
school board had no alternative 
but to bring Prospect into com­ 
pliance with the 
Life 
Safety 
Code. “It can’t break che law,” 
he said. 


BU T HE SAID he was con­ 
vinced that most of the $102,000 
remodeling proposed for Pros­ 
pect would do damage to the 
building rather than improve it. 


School officials have already 
complied with all insurance in­ 
spectors’ and state fire inspec­ 
tors’ recommendations for Pros­ 
pect, he pointed out. 
Those agencies approved of 
under-stair storage of non-com­ 
bustibles because the stairs are 
concrete reinforced. 
The Life 
Safety Code which all 10-years- 
or-older schools must meet for­ 
bids such storage. 
Kulieke also cited as unne­ 
cessary—and perhaps unsafe— 
the code requirements for clos­ 
ed stairwells and smoke doors 
in corridors. 
“THEY WILL ONLY make it 
take longer for us to clear the 
building,” he asserted. 
Approval of Life Safety Code 
remodeling of Prospect High 
was given by the school board 
Aug. 29 and similar okay is 
pending from the county super­ 
intendent of schools. 
Financing of the life safety 
changes are possible under a 
special tax which school dis­ 
tricts are authorized to levy for 
three years at a level of no 


more thar five cents per $100 
of assessed valuation. District 
214 levied a 2.5 cent life safety 
tax this year and plans to go to 
the 5 cent maximum for 1966.

Schlickman On Head Start Results 


“The biggest problem that 
seems to confront state legis­ 
lators is lack of adequate staffs 
to help them make their work 
more meaningful,” said State 
Hep. 
Eugene F. 
Schlickman, 
Arlington Heights. 
Schlickman, who recently re­ 
turned from a week-long leg­ 
islative seminar sponsored by 
the Eagleton Institute of Politics 
of 
Rutgers 
University, 
com­ 
mented on the problem further, j 
If Illinois poses problems to; 
its legislators, Schlickman said, 
Massachusetts 
is 
impossible. 
“The legislature there meets; 
five days a week, 52 weeks a 
year, every year,” Schlickman 
said, noting that state’s salary 
for legislators is $7,500 yearly. 
“The lament from that state; 
is that you have to be very 
rich or very poor to take the; 
job,” he added. 
Schlickman was one of 36 leg- i 
islators from the 18 most pop­ 
ulous states chosen to partici­ 
pate in the seminar. He is seek­ 
ing re-election to the Illinois 
legislature.

Psychologists have submitted 
reports on the initial results of 
Operation Head Start—a pro­ 
gram designed to fill in the 
gaps in the backgrounds of cul­ 
turally deprived children. 
One of their findings was that 
the 
pre-schoolers 
in the pro­ 
gram increased their “mental 
age” after one month of the 
program. 
In another aspect of the pro­ 
gram, the psychologists, who 
tested 155 children at six dif­ 
ferent centers, found that lan­ 
guage difficulty rather than in­ 
telligence seemed to account 
for lower scores by the Mexi- 
can-American children as com­ 
pared with other children. 
The psychologists hope that 
further research in the fall will 
clarify the differences in the 
scores between Mexican-Amer- 
icans and the others, between 
girls and boys, and between 
morning and afternoon students. 
The girls did better than the 
bo vs in the testing. 
THE PSYCHOLOGISTS used 


the Peabody picture test to 
measure the students’ achieve­ 
ment. In this test, the psycholo­ 
gist asks children to find in pic­ 
tures things he names. 
One of the major recommen­ 
dations the psychologists made 
was that teachers must read 
regularly and often to children. 
Their evidence in testing sug­ 
gested certain activities such as 
small group reading had not 
received enough emphasis. 
A section of the classroom 
should be allocated for a book 
corner where children would be 
encouraged to look at and han­ 
dle books, the report recom­ 
mended. Books should be gear­ 
ed to the mental rather than 
chronological age of the chil­ 
dren 
and 
they 
should 
have 
large, colorful pictures and few 
words. 
The use of audio-visual aids 
must increase, the psycholo­ 
gists believe. Films, filmstrips, 
records, and other aids are new 
experiences to many children

Rich Bader is sincere when 
he says, “It’s great to be back.’’ 
Bader, a 1959 graduate of Ar­ 
lington High and one of the fin­ 
est dash men in Paddock area 
track history, is now on the 
coaching staff at the new Elk 
Grove High School after spend­ 
ing three seasons at East Ley­ 
den. 
And he couldn’t be happier. 
“I wanted to coach in the 
area where I grew up and went 
to school,” admits the 25-year- 
old Bader whose return to Dis­ 
trict 214 didn’t come quite as 
soon as hoped for. 
“But I did enjoy my three 
years at East Leyden and wel­ 
comed the challenge of helping 
build up their track program 
and working in football.” 
Bader, who is married and 
the father of a 15-month-old 
boy, is faced with a new chal­ 
lenge at Elk Grove as he as­ 
sists head man Dick Mudge 
in football and personally di­ 
rects the school’s first track 
and field team. 
Rich welcomes the opportuni­ 
ty to work in a school which 
opened its doors for the first 
time this week. He’s enthusias­ 
tic about prospects for the fu­ 
ture although he would be the 
first to admit that, as in any 
new school, it takes time to de­ 
velop the athletic program. 
“The town is behind us and 
that’s important,” Bader points 
out. “They’re enthusiastic, they 
want to help out as much as 
they can, and I can see where 
a real identity is going to de­ 
velop beteen Elk Grove itself 
and the school.” 
Bader, who grew up in Mount 
Prospect, brings an interesting 
athletic background to his new 
assignment at Elk Grove. He 
had a football and track career 
that had its high and low points, 
its moments of success and 
moments of disappointment. He 
remembers them all. 
Who can forget that Arlington 
Homecoming football game in 
1957? 
“That’s one night I’ll al­ 
ways remember.” Rich says 
today. “It was Homecoming. 
we beat an unbeaten Hins­ 
dale team by one touchdown, 
and I was fortunate enough as 
an end to score one touch­ 
down on a jump pass from 
Tom Grey. 
“I was only 16-years-oid and 
was lucky enough to be one of 
the few juniors to play regular­ 
ly. Hinsdale, as usual, was a 
fine ball club, but we also were 
having a pretty good year. 
We recovered a fumble around 
their 30 and moved down within 
the IO yard line when we came 
up to a fourth down play. Grey 
called for a pass and I got into 
the end zone with a touchdown 
that put us ahead. That was one

of the biggest thrills I ever had 
in sports.” 
Bader, who carried 160 pounds 
on 
his 
5-10 frame in 
high 
school, was anxious for his sen­ 
ior year of football, but he only 
played part of the first game. 
“I suffered a crack in the 
ankle bone on the first pass I 
caught from Gene Dahlquist 
and the cast didn’t come off un­ 
til the Monday after the season 
ended. It’s ironic that I got the 
injury 
against 
Leyden,

school where I had my first 
coaching job.” 
Although Bader enjoyed a 
fine junior year in football 
and was touted for possible 
post-season honors as a sen­ 
ior until shelved by the in­ 
jury, it was in track and field 
that he made his most me­ 
morable contribution 
to the 
area sports story. 
“I didn’t intend to go out for 
track when I got to high school 
but was cut from the freshman 
baseball team,” Bader explains. 
“I didn’t know quite what to do 
then, waited for a week or two, 
and then went out for track. I 
didn’t do much as a freshman 
and a back injury made me turn 
to managing as a sophomore.” 
As a junior and senior, Bader 
emerged as the finest dash man 
in Arlington High School his­ 
tory. 
Rich earned trips to the state 
finals in the IOO and 220 yard 
dashes as a junior and senior 
and placed third m the Illinois 
furlong as a senior. He reached 
the finals in the century but 
was overlooked in a blanket 
finish.

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JUST OOGS

Watch Dog—__ 
More than one family buys a dog these days with the thought 
in mind of not only having a pet but also a watch dog. Along 
with this thought there is also a demand for larger breeds of 
dogs. Those who buy larger breeds must realize that such dogs 
can present big problems unless owners are willing to meet a 
dogs needs for training aud carr, 
Start out early in a young pup's life to teach him what 
is expected of him. 
Harking or howling is common to 
puppies of all breeds when they first come into the home 
and miss the companionship of their littermates. It may 
not anno) >ou. but it ma> bother the neighbors. You had 
better start correcting him. and it can be done so as not to 
inhibit his >a!uc as a watch dog later in life. Correct the 
dog aah whew he harks continually, or for no reason. Hold 
his muscle shut with one hand and with the other finger 
point >iuu command "quiet." lf this doesn't work, startle 
him into silence b\ dropping a pan or tin near him, fol­ 
lowed b> the comm ami. 
You may have to repeat this a 
number of times, but don't give up. and praise him when 
he ob eys. 
Above all, don't let hun run loose without supervision. Even 
if he doesn't become the neighborhood tramp, he will be less 
"your d o g K e e p him at home where he is supposed to be 
and where he will learn that “home ground’* is the area that 
he should keep an eye on. Many puppies of the large breeds 
look full grown and threatening to strangers and children. 
Not everyone will understand that the pup is only playing if he 
leaps toward them to greet someone new. Walking on leash 
provides a chance to train the dog to “heel’* and to refrain 
from such antics. 
As the dog gets older, he will learn from you who is and 
who is not to be greeted as a friend. Your voice and your 
commands will give him the answer. 
No Water— 
Recently, during the summer heat wave, a condition was 
brought to the attention of your editor about which he can’t help 
but make some comment. The condition is that of thoughtless 
dog owners who have their pets tied out in the hot sun with no 
shade and no water. 
In one instance the dog became ill and the owners could 
have cared less. Such people should not own a dog, for they 
have little regard for the animal and they themselves show 
a decided lack of responsibility. If they take care of their 
own house and run their family the same way, it must be 
a mess. 
Just like people, a dog or any other animal needs water in 
varying amounts. The wild animals get theirs from streams and 
lakes, however, a dog that is around a home must depend on his 
owners to keep that water pan full, and if he is in an outdoor 
run or tied to a dog house, there must be some shade. If you 
own a dog—the next time you take a drink of water, ask your­ 
self, “I wonder if the dog has some?” and then check to find out. 
Eating Habits— 
Dogs soon learn to take advantage of the fact that they are 
lovable, and hard to stay mad at. Puppies make slaves of their 
owners if correction of eating problems is not applied before they 
get out of hand. 
The cure is simple. Put the food in his dish. If he refuses 
to eat and walks away, remove the dish. Wait until the next 
feeding time and repeat the process. Remember, his fast is 
self-imposed. You aren't starving the dog. He will eat the 
proper diet you put before him long before he does harm to 
himself. Once he does eat, take a stand and don’t revert to 
your pampering ways of always having food in the dish.

The Illinois Task Force o n 
Education adopted a good share 
of DuPage County School Supt. 
Roy de Shane’s recommenda 
tions when it proposed that his 
office be wiped out. 
Veteran County Superintend­ 
ent DeShane has for years been 
recommending that the county 
superintendent of schools’ office 
be abolished. 


HE HEADED up an “emerg­ 
ing role” committee that in 1964 
recommended that the county 
superintendent’s role be taken 
over by an intermediate—or re­ 
gional—district, administered by 
an intermediate superintendent 
under the supervision of an in­ 
termediate district board. 
The task force tentative pro­ 
posals adopt this “emerging 
role” committee recommenda­ 
tions in part. 
The task force tentative pro­ 
posals, due for review on Sept. 
16 and 17, call for no more than 
40 regional (intermediate) dis­ 
tricts to be set up throughout 
the state. 
Persons on the Task F o r c e 
staff expect Cook County to end 
up with three regional units— 
and three regional superinten­ 
dents—instead 
of 
the 
single 
county superintendent we have 
now. 
On the other hand, several 
downstate counties 
would 
be 
joined to form one intermediate 
district. Those superintendents 
would lose their jobs. 
DeShane doesn’t see this as a 
problem. He says good admin! 
strative people are too much 
in demand today. 
The Task Force proposals do 
not see the intermediate units 
as independent. Rather, t h e y 
would be dependent upon local 
school boards for policy direc­ 
tion, for staffing and for money. 
Much as northwest suburban 
districts do now with the North­ 
west Suburban Special Educa­ 
tion Organization, the regional 
district would operate special 
education classes for l o c a l 
school boards. 
The intermediate d i s t r i c t 
would do the same thing with 
local school board approval—in 
vocational training and adult ed­ 
ucation. It could operate an au­ 
dio-visual library, as DuPage 
County superintendent of schools 
does now for his elementary and 
high school districts. 
THE REGIONAL board would 
include representatives of each 
local school b o a r d—or men 
chosen by the local boards. 
While county superintendents 
now are administrative officers 
of the state—responsible to the 
office of public instruction, task 
force recommends that the re­ 
gional district administrators be 
responsible only to their ow n 
district. Regional district sup­ 
port would come from l o c a l 
school districts, state aid and 
federal funds. 
DeShane sees weaknesses in 
these recommendations. 
He told a Paddock Publica­ 
tions reporter that he believes 
the new regional districts should 
be directly responsible to the 
state superintendent of schools, 
with the regional directors per- 


of public instruction passed the 
House of Representative in 1965. 
It failed in the GOP-controlled 
Senate because of opposition to a 
Governor-appointed board from 
State Supt. Ray Page, as run­ 
ning for re-election as a Re­ 
publican this November. 
THE TASK FORCE tentative 
recommendation

Shane emphasized, did not mean 
that he disapproved of the task 
force proposal to “phase out” 
the county superintendent.

A 24-hour watch on the radar beam 
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Tornado Can 4Sneak up

It wouldn’t be hard for a tornado to sneak up on the nortrivwai 
suburbs, strike, and be gone before the United States Weather Bureau 
ever found out about it. 


That was almost what happened when a tornado raced through 
the area last June. The only difference was that the weather bureau 
did find out about it before it left—because someone called up and 
told them. 


The problem in locating tor­ 
nadoes is that they show up on 
the weather bureau radar scope 
as a storm, no different than 
most other storms. 


On some occasions, accord­ 
ing to Joe R. Fulks, head me­ 
teorologist 
for 
the 
Chicago 
branch of the U. S. Weather 
Bureau, the storm will have as­ 
pects that might indicate a tor­ 
nado. 


WHEN THAT happens, a tor­ 
nado watch or alert is issued for 
a wide area where the storm 
might strike. 


But in most cases, the weath­ 
er bureau must receive a re­ 
port from someone who has seen 
a tornado t^ issue a tornado 
warning. 


A warning is f o r a smaller 
area in the path of the storm. 
Fulks pointed out that storms 
don’t just sneak up unknown to 
the weather bureau. 


The radar scope of the 
bu­ 
reau’s Chicago office is watched 
24 hours a day, and weather con­ 
ditions that are outside the 200 
mile radius of the scope are 
very plainly marked on weather 
maps that are constantly chang­ 
ing. 


But a storm appears on the 
scope as a small white light, re­ 
gardless of its size or intensity. 


DEPENDING on the condi­ 
tions in the Chicago area, there 
could be five, IO or more storm 
areas in range of the radar. 


When the bureau is notified 
that a tornado has been sighted, 
it can pick out that particular 
spot on the scope and follow it 
from there. But until there is no­ 
tification, the weather bureau is 
aware only of a storm. 


Fulks said the tornado in the 
northwest suburbs was similar 
to the one that ravaged Tope­ 
ka, Ran., a day earlier. A storm 
was moving in on the area and 
it developed as a tornado in the 
early morning hours. 


“It’s unusual when it happens 
in the morning,” he said. 


THE WEATHER 
b u r e a u 
works closely with police agen­ 


cies in the area. The police are 
generally the first to report 
sighting a tornado. 


The Chicago branch of the 
weather bureau operates from 
several offices. 


A downtown office is respon­ 
sible for issuing all official re­ 
ports to the press and radio and 
television. Offices at O’Hare and 
Midway Airports issue aviation 
forecasts to pilots, as well as 
taking official temperature and 
precipitation readings. 


Then there are also observa­ 
tion points at Glenview Airport 
and Meigs Field. The bureau re­ 
ceives periodic reports of con­ 
ditions and visibility from these 
two locations. 


THE OFFICIAL temperature 
and precipitation recording of­ 
fice is at Midway Airport. 


Because of the size of Chicago, 
and the frequency of highly lo­ 
calized rain, it is possible for a 
measurable fall to occur on the 
north side or in the suburbs 
while the sun is still shining 
brightly at Midway. 


When that happens, there is 
officially no rain in the city. 


During the winter months, the 
conditions are dramatized more. 
Fulks said the Lake Michigan 
shore line frequently gets heavy 
snow falls while Midway reports 
a very small amount. 


All the actual forecasting for 
the Chicago area, as well as 
marine forecasts for the Great 
Lakes, is done at Fulks’ office 
on the campus of the University 
of Chicago. 


THE BUILDING itself is very 
deceiving. Formerly the home 
of the university vice-president, 
it became the weather bureau’s 
headquarters in 1952. 


Inside the three-story brick 
building is several hundred thou­ 
sand dollars worth of equip­ 
ment. 


Besides 
the 
radar 
scope, 
which originates in a 220 foot 
dome about two blocks away, 
are several map transmitters 
and receivers and a row of 
teletype machines which allow 


the Chicago office to keep in 
constant 
contact 
with 
points 
throughout the world. 


One of the latest additions to 
the equipment is a receiver 
which prints pictures taken by 
Nimbus, the weather satellite. 


When pieced together, the pic­ 
tures show weather conditions 
from a little south of Cuba to a 
little north of the Arctic Circle. 


SOME OF the weather charts 
are prepared by computers in 
the office of the National Me­ 
teorological Center in Maryland. 


The computers forecast what 
the weather maps will look like, 
and from there, the weather bu­ 


reau forecasts what the weather 
will be like. 


Since the computers were put 
into use, the weather bureau’s 
forecast 
accuracy 
has 
risen 
from about 82 per cent to slight­ 
ly less than 90 per cent. 


That means that nine times 
out of ten, the weather forecast 
will be accurate. 


Early this summer, the weath­ 
er bureau began a new program 
of predicting the possibility of 
precipitation. 


SO FAR, according to Fulks, 
it has been successful. The pro­ 
gram is going to be a perma­ 
nent part of the weather fore­ 


cast and will continue through 
the winter. 
The bureau also began a new 
harbor 
warning 
system 
for 
small craft in Lake Michigan. 
Fulks said it is mainly to let 
boaters know when there is 
the threat of squalls on days 
when the weather looks normal. 


The hardest part of weather 
forecasting is telling what is go­ 
ing on right above the city. 


Because of the high buildings 
in Chicago, there is no way for 
the radar to locate something 
close to the city unless it has 
been followed. 


“I’ve been caught in the rain 
because of it,” Fulks admitted.

A surprising amount of farm­ 
land in Illinois is rented on the 
basis of oral agreements — but 
such agreements have many 
shortcomings. 
Oral agreements frequently 
fail to cover many of the situa­ 
tions that can arise during the 
period of the contract. And 
terms of the agreement often 
are recalled differently by the 
parties involved. 
This does not mean that an 
oral agreement between land­ 
lord and tenant is not enforce­ 
able in court. It may be, if an 
impartial third party testifies as 
to the provisions of the contract. 
Or, if a pattern of behavior of 
both parties under the contract 
was established, this may make 
th e 
agreement 
enforceable. 
However, a verbal lease for a 
term over one year is not en­ 
forceable in Illinois courts. 
Some of the most common 
areas of disagreement arising 
from oral contracts concern 
payment for taxes, fertilizer, 
farm machinery repairs, and 
other operating expenses. 
On the other hand, if an 
agreement is put in writing, 
both parties are obliged to con­ 
sider important details they 
might otherwise overlook or 
treat only in vague terms. 
Secondly, a written agreement 
does more than simply allocate 
duties between the landlord and 
enant — it serves as a per­ 
manent record of the agree­ 
ment. If a problem arises, it 
usually can be settled without 
bad feelings by reference to the 
ease.

Street 
rights-of-way 
and pavement widths,” he ar­ 
gues, “ should be determined on 
the basis of usage and traffic 
flow.”

Teeth are living structures, 
even though portions of them 
are not. The dentine and the 
enamel are inert, but the pulp 
of the tooth contains blood ves­ 
sels and nerves. The membrane 
which fastens the teeth to the 
bone and the bony ridges of the 
upper and lower jaw in which 
the teeth are imbedded are def­ 
initely 
living 
structures. 
As 
such, they depend on good nu­ 
trition for their integrity. Their 
most essential needs are cal­ 
cium and phosphorus plus the 
vitamin D necessary for their 
effective absorption and utili­ 
zation. 
THERE ARE certain times in 
life when nutrition and, there­ 
fore, diet are most important 
in relation to the teeth. 
One of these times is when 
the teeth are first developing. It 
is not generally realized that al­ 
though teeth do not usually ap­ 
pear until about the sixth month 
of an infant’s life, they were 
formed as embryonic structures 
before birth. This includes not

The newborn 
child’s mouth contains the be­ 
ginnings of 52 teeth. 
Since the unborn child de­ 
pends on its mother for nourish­ 
ment, her supply of calcium, 
phosphorus and vitamin D—and, 
of course, all the other require­ 
ments of a balanced diet — is of 
special importance. Not only the 
child but the 
mother needs 
these nutrients for the protec­ 
tion of her own teeth. 


IT IS TOO often overlooked 
that older persons, too, need a 
supply of calcium, phosphorus 
and vitamin D for the preserva­ 
tion of the health of their teeth 
and supporting structures. As 
people grow older, dentists find 
that they tend to have trouble 
with periodontal disease. This 
means that there is loss of bone 
in the jawbones which support 
the teeth, and deterioration of 
the membrane which attaches 
the tooth to its socket. The con­ 
sequence is loosening of the 
teeth, and loss of teeth if the 
process is not halted. 
Calcium is best derived from 
milk and cheese made from the 
milk. And, of course, from ice 
cream and other foods made 
with milk. Milk is the best 
source of calcium, so much so 
that in the absence of adequate 
milk in the diet, it is difficult 
to supply the necessary calcium. 
Vitamin D is provided in prac­ 
tically all fluid milk.

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How Suburbia Lives-10 
This Family Fancies an Old-Time Home

Many families seeking 
a 
new home are s a t i s f i e d 
only if the house is spanking 
new — or comparatively so. 
But when the Robert Bukow- 
skis of Arlington Heights went 
house shopping a couple 
of 
years ago, they picked a real 
old-timer. 


The house they chose is 
nearly 75 years old. A late 
19th Century frame structure, 
it was built in 1892 by Theo­ 
dore Kellogg, father of Wil­ 
liam T. 
Kellogg, who now 
lives in Palatine. The house 
remained a Kellogg family 
possession until the Bukow- 
skis purchased it in May, 1965. 


Their new home is at 1005 
N. Arlington Heights Road, 
only a few blocks from where 
the Bukowskis used to live 
on North Dunton. 


“OUR ROOTS are deep in 
Arlington 
Heights, 
and 
we 
really didn’t want to leave 
this community,” 
explained 
Bob Bukowski, a loop banker 
who’s become actively involv­ 
ed in community life since 
moving to Arlington Heights 
from Norwood Park 15 years 
ago. 


Currently he is a member 
of 
the 
District 
25 
School 
Board, a trustee of Northwest 
Community Hospital and a di­ 
rector of The Bank of Arling­ 
ton Heights. His wife, Betty 
Lou, has been just as active, 
mainly in the FTA. She serv­ 
ed as first president of Miner 
Junior High PTA and at pres­ 
ent is treasurer of the Arling­ 
ton 
Heights 
PTA 
Council. 
She’s also vice president of 
the Women’s Association 
at 
Fir*# Presbyterian Church. 


To make the house fit their 
needs, the Bukowskis have 
remodeled it extensively and 
added a 30-foot family room 
at the rear. But it still re­ 
tains what Bob describes as 
“the flavor of a 19th Century 
Midwest farm home.” 


ONE OF THE first tasks was 
to have the h o u s e rewired 
and new plumbing installed. 
“By that time there were so 
many holes in the plaster that 
we tore out all the old plas­ 
ter, too, and had it replaced,” 
said Betty Lou. 


This delayed moving in as 
expected at Labor Day time 
last year, and the Bukowskis 
didn’t occupy their new home 
until a few days before Christ­ 
mas. In spite of it, they held 
open house just two days lat­ 
er. 


In retaining the 19th Cen­ 
tury quality of the house, the 
Bukowskis have enhanced it 
as well. An example is the 
front stairway to the second 
floor. Bob is proud of the IOO 
hours he spent removing var­ 
nish from the stairway ban­ 
nister, railing and newel post 
and they refinishing the wood 
in a mellow fruitwood 
that 
adds warmth to the modulat­ 
ed green decor of the living 
room. 


WOODWORK in this room 
is in 
the 
same fruitwood 
tone, and the owners got an 
unexpected bonus when they 
removed 
the 
old 
radiator 
from in front of one window. 
Beneath the sill they found a 
carved wood panel that had 
been hidden by the heating 
fixture. They refinished it in 
fruitwood, too. 


Another original feature of 
the house which the Bukow­ 


skis retained is a tiffany glass 
chandelier that hung in the 
dining room. This they moved 
to the family room where it 
now shades the light over the 
family meal table. 


Frequently the move to a 
new home requires new fur­ 
nishings. Pieces from a for­ 
mer residence may not fit in­ 
to the new dwelling. The Bu­ 
kowskis 
w e r e 
fortunate. 
They’ve used everything from 
their 
previous 
home, 
even 
curtains, although they have 
had to add some things. 


THEIR EARLY 
American 
furniture blends well with the 
19th Century setting, and their 
few antiques, inherited most­ 
ly from family, look right at 
home. Among these pieces are 
a small chest and a kitchen 
chair, redone with a needle­ 
point seat, that belonged to 
B e t t y 
Lou’s grandmother. 
They now stand side by side 
against the front stairway 
wall. 


In the living room are a low 
marble-topped table, the gift 
of a friend who felt it “be­ 
longed” there, and a gaily 
flowered fabric bell pull hang­ 
ing beside the front door, a 
gift from Betty Lou’s mother. 
“The bell pull won’t bring a 
servant, but it’s lovely to look 
at,” Betty Lou remarked with 
a laugh. 


ONE NEW piece of furni­ 
ture, the first antique they’ve 
ever bought, said Betty Lou, 
is a 19th Century style side­ 
board they placed in the din­ 
ing room. The hutch that 
matched their dining set was 
moved to one of the upstairs 
bathrooms where it is used to 
store linens. 


Other period pieces dotted 


around the house include a 
milk can that holds umbrellas 
and an unusual butter churn— 
it churns with a hand-pro­ 
pelled wheel-like device rath­ 
er than the more common up- 
and-down s t o m p e r — that 
perches at the top of the front 
stairway. 


Downstairs a former bed­ 
room has been converted into 
a hangout for the man of the 
house — eventually to double 
as guest room, noted his wife. 
Its patriotic theme reflects 
Bob’s admitted admiration for 
past Americans who “were 
willing to assume risks when 
it wasn’t always in their own 
best interests to do so ” 


WALLS ARE covered with a 
blue and white canvas-type 
wallpaper 
t h a t 
resembles 
ticking, and windows are cur­ 
tained in fabric to match. 
Book shelves line one wall, 
the top one devoted to the 
giraffe collection Bob inherit­ 
ed from his late father. 


Bob recalled that the col­ 
lection got its start in World 
War II when his father orig­ 
inated the Exalted Order of 
the Giraffe to recognize men 
working for him who “were 
not afraid to stick their necks 
out and had their feet on the 
g r o u n d.” 
This 
prompted 
friends and others to send the 
elder Bukowski small giraffes 
of china, wood or other ma­ 
terials. Bob still adds to the 
collection on occasion. 


Highly prized by Bob, too, 
are framed prints of famous 
sea battles hanging on anoth­ 
er wall of the study. These 
were a gift from his older 
brother, who was killed in 
World War II. 


Framed copies of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence, the 
Bill of Rights and the U. S. 
Constitution that decorate a 
third wall are indicative of 
Bob’s continuing interest in 
government. 


GAY RED, white and gray 
are the colors of the powder 
room downstairs. Antique fix­ 
tures, including a marble-top­ 
ped wash basin, recall the 
house’s early days. One mod­ 
ern note: a shower stall where 


stairs once led to the base­ 
ment. 


In Betty Lou’s domain, the 
kitchen, 20th Century conven­ 
ience teams with 19th Century 
decor for the kitchen contains 
built-in matching cupboards, 
d i s h w a s h er, combination 
freezer-refrigerator, 
counter 
top range, built-in oven, cul­ 
tured marble 
pastry 
board 
and 
a 
gas-fired 
barbecue. 
This area is open on two sides 
and has an eating bar on the 
side facing the family room. 


“That’s a female plot to get 
the male to do the cooking,” 
Bob remarked wryly as his 
wife showed off the grill. 


THE PANTRY that was so 
essential to the 19th Century 
home is present in this mod­ 
ern counterpart but brought 
up-to-date. The manufacturer 
calls it “the supermarket.” A 
built-in unit along one wall 
that 
faces 
the 
open-sided 
kitchen, the “pantry” has 70 
feet of storage in a 30-foot 
space. Besides shelves in its 
double doors, the unit has a 
section of shelves that pivots 
and more shelves behind that. 
Alongside is another built-in 
unit with drawers. Betty Lou’s 
desk is also in this area. 


The family room is paneled 
in walnut, random rather than 
select, Betty Lou explained, 
“because we like the differ­ 
ent color and shadings.” In 
this room is another of their 
inherited pieces, a B o s t o n 
rocker that belonged to her 
grandfather. The huge coffee 
table is fashioned from an old 
dining table with which Betty 
Lou’s parents began house­ 
keeping. 


UPSTAIRS ARE four spa­ 
cious bedrooms, two in the 
original part of the house and 
two over the family room ad­ 
dition, plus two roomy baths. 
The original bathroom, says 
Bob, is probably the only one 
in Arlington Heights that can 
contain 12 people comfortably 
at one time. They proved it 
the day of their open house, 
he reported, when a dozen 
persons inspected the room at 
the same time. 


Before they remodeled, said

for the

Betty Lou, the master bed­ 
room had four doors, no clos­ 
ets and only hooks on the 
walls to hang clothes. Now 
there are three closets plus 
one for shoes, made by clos­ 


ing in one of the four doors. 
Their bed fits into an attrac­ 
tive alcove formed by the 
closets on either side. 


A small bedroom has been 
converted into a combination 
bathroom-laundry. This opens 
onto what was a hall, now en­ 
larged into an area roomy 
enough for a television set, 
the sewing machine and the 
ironing board—a most con­ 
venient set-up, the Bukowski 
women have found. They call 
it “the parlor.” 


PETER, THE 
Bukowskis’ 
high school freshman son, has 
the front bedroom, while his 
sisters occupy the rooms in 
the 
newer 
section 
of 
the 
house. Nancy, a senior at Ar­ 
lington High this fall, is in 
one. Patty, the youngest and 
an eighth grader at Miner, 
shares the other with her col­ 
lege sophomore sister, Merri- 
lee, now back at Iowa State 
University. 


All the rooms except the 
living room are wallpapered, 
“because I like wallpaper,” 
affirmed Betty Lou, and ex­ 
cept for those that are tiled, 
all the floors are carpeted. 
“It was cheaper than redo­ 
ing the old floors,” she ex­ 
plained. 


Although most of the work 
was done 
by professionals, 
Betty 
and Bob planned the 
remodeling. His wife reads 
blueprints, Bob noted proudly, 
and there were a few times 
she even had ot point out er­ 
rors to the workmen, such as 
pipes that would have gone 
right through a window. 


Exterior of the stately old 
home is painted a fresh let­ 
tuce green t r i m m e d with 
white. A crushed rock drive 
circles past the front door 
with a spur providing access 
to the rear of the lot. 


The Bukowskis hope to re­ 
tain all the wooded area to 
the north, a stand of trees 
that 
served 
as 
windbreak 
when the site was a farm. All 
sorts of wild plant life can be 
found there, according to Bob, 
and he hopes to add to the 
19th 
Century 
setting w i t h 
plantings 
of 
poppies, holly­ 
hocks and other typical farm 
flowers. 


All 
the 
Bukowskis, 
even 
Magee, their dachshund, are 
delighted with their old-time 
house and wouldn’t trade it 
for the newest one in town.

I 3-pound frying chicken 
1 cup hot water 
Vz pound mushrooms, canned or fresh 
2 tablespoons margarine 
2 tablespoons flour 
Vz cup table cream 
Vz cup chicken stock 
Ai teaspoon salt 
I teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
Shake of Accent 
Generous shake of garlic salt 
Vt cup crushed cornflakes (I cup before rolling) 
Va cup grated Parmesan Cheese 
Add hot water to chicken and simmer, covered, until 
meat will slip from bones, 1^4 hours at simmer or 35 min­ 
utes at IO pounds of pressure in pressure cooker. Turn all 
out on large platter or tray to cool enough to handle and 
slip meat from bones and skin. Keep pieces of chicken as 
large as possible.

This is a stiff 
frosting, but it is easy to spread on the hot cake. Cool cake; 
cut into bars. Makes two dozen.

Tightening of Gun 
Controls Necessary 


Congress and the states must act 
soon to tighten controls on the avail­ 
ability of weapons. 
In recent years, Congress and the 
Illinois Legislature have had the oppor­ 
tunity to tighten gun control laws and 
have failed in their responsibility by not 
acting. In so doing, they have knuckled 
u n d e r t o pressure from riflemen’s 
g r o u p s who, overzealously guarding 
their right to collect weapons of sport, 
unwittingly champion the “right” of all 
persons—criminals, demented persons 
and children—to unfettered access to all 
manner of weapons, including those 
whose sole purpose is murder or war­ 
fare. 
Senate staff members, accumu­ 
lating evidence to prove the need 
for legislation, have found it possi­ 
ble to acquire sophisticated weap­ 
onry from distant mail order houses 
with no question using coupons 
clipped from 
children’s publica­ 
tions. 
Everyone is familiar with 
the ease with which Lee Harvey 
Oswald acquired his murder weap­ 
on anonomously, by mail. 
We do not mean to suggest it should 
be made overly difficult for 
honest 
sportsmen or gun collectors to acquire 
legitimate sports or collectors items, 
nor that it should be made impossible 
for persons in need of physical protec­ 
tion to obtain objects of self defense. 
We do suggest the safety of our peo­ 
ple requires that government attempt 
to restrict the flow of arms to adults 
of sound moral and mental character. 
Opponents of legislation point to the 
second amendment of the U.S. Consti- 
tion, which reads: 
“A well regulated militia being 
necessary to the security of a free 
state, the right of the people to keep 
and bear arms shall not be in­ 
fringed.” 


The opponents say that amendment 
—intended to insure a people’s militia 


—prohibits effective controls on the 
sale of weapons. 
That is nonsense. 
The framers of the Constitution never 
foresaw that children would have ac­ 
cess to machine guns, that racially 
tense areas would become a r m e d 
camps, that dissident political groups 
would be able to amass private armies 
nor that demented persons would be 
able to accumulate arsenals. 
Congress has before it now leg­ 
islation proposed by Sen. Thomas 
J. Dodd (D-Conn.), long a champion 
of weapon control. Dodd would ban 
the sale of pistols and revolvers to 
anyone under 21 and rifles and 
shotguns to anyone under 18. 
He 
would regulate interstate shipment 
of sporting rifles and s h o t g u n s 
through an affidavit provision, al­ 
lowing notification of local authori­ 
ties when a sale takes place by 
mail. 
We find these provisions reasonable; 
they should be approved. 
In the last session of the Illinois 
Legislature, there was proposed a bill 
to license hand guns. Although it was 
responsible legislation, it was 
killed 
largely through a strenuous lobbying 
effort by the National Rifle Association. 
There is no guarantee that responsi­ 
ble state and federal legislation will 
rule out abuses of the “right to bear 
arms,” that mass slayings, syndicate 
murders and political 
assassinations 
will cease. But there is solid evidence 
that murder-by-gun will be reduced by 
stricter controls. 
In the nation as a 
whole, 55 per cent of all murders last 
year were committed with guns. 
In states with some measure of 
control over sale of guns, the rate 
was 37 per cent. In states with no 
gun-sale control law, the rate was 
64 per cent. 
Legislation may cause inconvenience 
for the legitimate gun enthusiast. That 
inconvenience is well worth the price 
of a safer America. 
Industry and Water 


Development 
of 
effective 
water 
management programs is a problem 
facing all areas of the nation in varying 
degrees. It is one of the major prob­ 
lems of the Chicago metropolitan area. 
Too often, it has appeared that the 
problem was being ignored by industry 
—one of the biggest benefactors of a 
reliable supply of clean water—while 
government and other groups worked 
at finding answers. 
There are signs 
that is no longer the case as industrial­ 
ists become increasingly aware of the 
problem. 
A spokesman for a northwest subur­ 
ban industry, R. C. Smith of A. 0. 
Smith 
Harvester 
Products, 
recently 
termed water pollution “the 20th Cen­ 
tury’s greatest tragedy.” 
Addressing 
the Soil Conservation Society of Amer­ 
ica, Smith declared that “no segment 


of our society can escape its share of 
guilt.” 
Smith said it was tragic that indus­ 
try representatives failed to speak out 
at a recent midwestern public hearing 
on water quality, and he suggested in­ 
dustry work with government to solve 
the problem: 
“Privately, 
t h e y 
(industrialists) 
stated that they were afraid to speak 
out of fear that if they favored the 
recommendations governmental agen­ 
cies would wonder what was wrong 
with the standards and if they objected 
. . . they would be called uncoopera­ 
tive. 
Industry representatives 
must 
have the fortitude to stand up and be 
counted, or we will have a hodge-podge 
of regulations that will be essentially 
meaningless in the solution of our com­ 
mon problem.”

Just recently, for example, the state 
league sent reminders to the platform 
committees of both parties, citing the 
need for some basic overhauls in our 
state system. 
Among them: 
annual 
sessions of the Legislature, replacing 
horse and buggy era sessions on a bi­ 
ennial basis; a change in the state 
apportionment article to bring it into 
harmony with the one-man, one-vote 
rule; a thoroughgoing review of the 
Illinois Constitution through the calling 
of a constitutional convention.

imum of 16,000, cut drastically 
the number of elected office­ 
holders, and consolidate local 
governments on a regional 
(or 50,000 population) basis 
with a single chief executive. 
Then, CED would want to 
give those consolidated mu­ 
nicipal and county govern­ 
ments responsibility for the 
many functions now control­ 
led by overlapping special 
districts 
and 
single-purpose 
authorities. 


THE TREND is here al­ 
ready. 
School districts have merg­ 
ed gradually over the years. 
From the old one school, one 
superintendent 
arrangement 
they grew to several schools 
in 
one 
district 
under one 
superintendent. 
Then, 
came 
unification, 
with two or more school 
districts, each with its own 
school board, operating un­ 
der one superintendent. 


It won’t be long before all 
unified districts become unit 
districts, with one superin­ 
tendent and one school board 
in charge of several school 
systems. 
The last step, still on the 
drawing boards, will be fed­ 
eration of several unit dis­ 
tricts under one superintend­ 
ent. 
DuPage County is trying 
to meet tribulations through 
the strengthening of an Ur­ 
ban County Problems Coun­ 
cil — for counties on the 
fringes of the Chicago met­ 
ropolitan area. 
Cook County, on the other 
hand, is the pivot for the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission, 
which 
is 
still 
only advisory but has every 
chance of becoming a met­ 
ropolitan 
a r e a 
governing 
board. 


THE 
BIGGEST 
bargains 
are supposed 
to 
come 
in 
super economy-sized packag­ 
es. 
The more than 30,000 people 
of Mount Prospect may be 
solving their own problems 
because their resources are 
available on a more regional 
basis. 
The 12,000 people of Ben­ 
senville, however, are strug­ 
gling under diverse local 
districts, not one of which 
can quite manage the fi­ 
nances or flexibility it needs 
to surmount its problems. 
This contrast is just the 
sort of tempting 
argument 
CED puts forth for the con­ 
solidation of governing units 
into stronger and larger mu­ 
nicipalities, counties, or re­ 
gional agencies. 


SMALL SPECIAL districts 
and small single-purpose au­ 
thorities are relatively new on 
the American scene. 
They 
have 
escaped 
the 
careful 
scrutiny scholars give to other 
levels of government. 
There is little difference be­ 
tween the two. 
A specia1 district is an 
agency, 
operating 
outside 
the regular structure of gov­ 
ernment, which relies pri­ 
marily 
on 
special 
taxes 
within the district. 
A public authority is the 
same kind of agency, but it 
relies primarily on revenue 
bond issues. 
Local governments are to 
blame, usually, for the crea­ 
tion of special districts: they 
meet exigencies of the mo­ 
ment. 
The fact that there now are 
more little special districts 
and authorities in the United 
States than there are cities 
gives some indication of the 
far-reaching effects of trying 
to solve immediate emergen­ 
cies with hard-to-dissolve new 
agencies. 


THERE ARE two possible 
solutions — the creation of 
more of these units of local 
government, each with a spe­ 
cial function, or the consoli­ 
dation of diverse functions in 
existing, 
strengthened 
local 
units of government. 
T h e arguments against 
federation of local units are 
several. Each has a coun­ 
ter-argument. 
—Consolidations could result 
in the inflationary circumven­ 
tion of debt ceilings based on 
assessed valuation of real es­ 
tate. 


But, they also could result 
in more favorable financing of 
needed capital construction. 
They would permit juggling of 
projects without the onus of 
a bond issue referendum when 
local governments have bor­ 
rowed to the limit and still 
have not met pressing needs. 


—CONSOLIDATED agencies 
w i t h 
expansive 
programs 
would attract specialists who 
might not be responsive to 
the people nor relate well to 
particular geographic 
areas. 
There would be the advantag­ 
es of both government and 
business, and the restraints of 
neither. 
But, they also would at­ 
tract professional and busi­ 
ness experts who think in 
terms of specialization and 
not in terms o f political 
expediency. 
—Federations would obscure 
the individual characteristics 
of local governments and de­ 
centralize local problems and 
solutions. 
But, they also would form 
more logical lines of juris­ 
diction, 
no longer 
tied 
to 
boundaries drawn a century 
ago, and would encompass 
geographic, natural factors. 


THERE IS NO reason why 
there can’t be functional in­ 
tegration of water and sewer 
service, p o l i c e protection, 
road and airport construction, 
and drainage and recreation 
facilities on a county or re­ 
gional basis. 
Whether to pay higher taxes 
to fewer, larger units, or low­ 
er more numerous taxes to 
smaller more numerous units 
is something -the taxpayers— 
and voters — will have to 
decide.

It was a long strike. While 
we enjoyed a side benefit 
(our u n d e r-the-O’Hare-pat- 
tern neighborhood was quiet 
for a change), it is well the 
strike is over. 
MILLIONS OF people were 
inconvenienced. Hundreds of 
th ou s a nds 
canceled 
o r 
p o s t po ned 
trips or used 
slower means. 
And 
t h o u- 
sands — the 
employes 
o f 
airlines t hat 
weren’t struck 
—were driven 
near the point of distraction. 
When the end came, the 
relief of the unstruck almost

made you forget the financial 
benefits they received from 
staying aloft. No sooner had 
the strike ended than Braniff 
ran a large newspaper ad 
showing one of its steward­ 
esses sitting — or rather 
crumpled — in a chair. Her 
fashion-designed 
u n i f o r m 
wrinkled, 
she 
was 
barely 
able 
to 
utter, 
“Welcome 
back, plain colored planes.” 
The strike had caused such 
hustle at Braniff, the ad con­ 
fided, that “frankly, our Puc­ 
ci’s were about pooped.” 
Shortly afterwards, Ameri­ 
can Airlines came out with 
its first post-strike edition of 
an employes’ magazine, ded­ 
icated to the job its employes 
did in handling the e x t r a 
work. 
The report was filled with 
pictures of American em­ 
ployes being kind to the 
Hying public under trying 


circumstances. To prove it 
was all worth it, the maga­ 
zine reprinted humorous an­ 
ecdotes about the strike and 
excerpts 
from 
letters 
of 
thanks received from the 
public. 
Among the anecdotes was a 
story about a haughty matron 
at Kennedy who demanded 
priority because, as she put 
it, “I am British.” 
When told this was not 
grounds for special treatment, 
she popped out her glass eye 
and announced, “Well, I am 
also blind.” 
In San Francisco, a very 
pregnant looking woman was 
granted special status. Once 
assigned to a flight, however, 
she lost weight— and a large 
pillow. 
One thing the strike ac­ 
complished on a permanent 
basis was to take the stew­ 


ardess off her pedestal. Ad­ 
vertisements run by Braniff 
and American showed her 
in most unladylike slouches, 
symbolic apparently of how 
both airlines felt after their 
trial. 
The American e m p l o y e 
magazine showed a steward­ 
ess at work in a cabin who 
looked positively terrible. And 
it told of one stewardess who 
flew coast to coast with full 
planes every trip. 
“It 
was 
five hours of running each 
time,” she said. “You simply 
never sat down.” 
One day, a passenger up­ 
braided her for not smiling. 
She pointed out what 
a 
strain everyone was under. 
Unmoved, the man told her, 
“You’re 
getting 
paid 
to 
smile.” 
“It was shortly after that,” 
she said, “that I dropped two 
trays and cried.” 


the young blood to the fore­ 
front of the facist movement 
in Chicago. Rockwell, a hand­ 
some dark-haired man, clad 
in the symbolic khaki uniform, 
his eyes shaded by dark sun­ 
glasses, has capitalized on 
this point. 


The 
Nazi 
Party — the 
scourge of Europe 30 years 
ago — was a revolutionary 
call to the German and Ital­ 
ian m a s s e s . 
“Fuhrer” 
Adolph 
Hitler 
proclaimed 
the Germans as the master 
race, superior to other eth­ 
nic and racial groups. He 
denounced the Jew and the 
Negro as occupying the low­ 
er rungs of the racial lad­ 
der. 


His appeal was completely 
emotional. As Hitler strength­ 
ened the Third Reich, he be­ 
came the object of hysterical 
worship. “Heil Hitler!” be­ 
came the obligatory greeting 
of thousands of Germans. 


HITLER’S 
armies 
swept 
through Europe in a wave of 
terror in the 1940’s. When the 
Second World War ended, na­ 
tions of the world hurriedly 
seized control of Germany 
and subdivided it to prevent 
another occurrence of German 
militant supremacy. 


With such a history, it 
seems inconceivable that the 
Nazi 
Party 
should 
again 
rear its ugly head — and so 
apparently successfully in 
our own backyard. 


Furthermore it is a sad 
commentary on the youth of 
Chicago when they willfully 
support such a racist group. 


ROCKWELL shows signs of 
filling 
the 
late 
“fuhrers” 
boots — though in modified 
form. 
Cook 
County 
Sheriff 
Richard Ogilvie r e c e n t l y 
charged Rockwell with disor­ 
derly conduct, and temporar­ 
ily threw him in jail. Chicago 
Mayor Richard Daley is on 
record for saying he did not 
want agitators coming into 
the city — the Nazi Party was 
among those named. 


An official of the Jewish 
War veterans called on city 
officials specifically to ask 
them to prohibit Nazi party 
demonstrations. 
Rockwe 11 
was expected to march into 
Cicero last Sunday. He is 
planning to send his “storm 
troops” into a Negro neigh- 
b o r h o o d 
Sept. IO. His 
speeches — a miserable ha­ 
rangue of abuse against the 
Negro — are not even broad­ 
cast by local radio stations. 
And so goes the current his­ 
tory of the American Nazi. 
Quite ironically, as an in­ 
creasing 
number of young 
people pledge their support to 
Rockwell, a rising number of 
German students express dis­ 
may over the stigma left them 
by the German Nazis. Maga­ 
zine and newspaper articles 
report their attempts to give 
Germany a new face, free 
from the past. 


PERHAPS A call to the in­ 
telligence and rationalization 
of the American student is the 
only hope for stamping out 
the Nazi Party in the United 
States. Perhaps the older gen­ 
erations can make its memor­ 
ies of the ’30’s heard. 
Or perhaps we may have to 
wait for the American Nazi 
Party to extinguish itself — 
the last flash of an already 
dead candle.
